Accidental Deaths And 
Cripplings Show No 
Appreciable Reductions 


“Unfortunately there are no 


|immunizatiens or vaccinations to 


save us from the hazards of every- 
day accidents. Accidental deaths 
and crippling defects caused by 
accidents show no reductions as 
do the rates of most causes of 
death and illness caused by dis- 
eases,” said Dr. A. L. Gray, Execu- 
tive Officer of Mississippi State 
Board of Health, today. 

“Accidents are now the leading 
cause of death among those from 
one through thirty-five years of 
age, and are the third leading 
cause of illness in the younger 
age population. Over 40 per 
cent of all accidents happen at 
home. Last year more than 30, 
000 people in Mississippi had ac- 
cidertts at home that disabled 
them for one or more days,” Dr. 
Gray reported. 

Pointing to home accidents as a 
major problem, the state health 
officer said, between the ages of 
one and fifteen years, home ac 
cidents rank first among all acci- 
dents. Home accidents cripple 


“Safety is a way of living. It 
isn’t how much we know about 
home safety, but what we do 
about making our homes safe that 
really counts,” emphasized Dr. 
Gray.
